Employment in nondurable 
goods industries must continue 
to grow at least as well as in 
the past, they continue.

. . . is, in our opinion, nearly 
as important a factor in Michi­ 
gan’s recent low unemployment 
rate as the several good auto­ 
mobile years since 1960,” the 
authors state. 
“Even with the outflow of 
people, the state’s adjustment 
has been difficult. The current 
strength in automotive manufac­ 
turing eases the pain but can­

Two of the key problems that 
must be faced, they continue, 
are the unbalance within the 
state in population distribution, 
and the heavy bias in the state’s 
industrialenix toward manufac­ 
ture of durable goods.

As for population, they point 
out that 50 per cent of the state’s 
population is concentrated in 
three of the state’s 83 counties. 
An additional 25 per cent re­

trs of the state’s population re­ 
sides in IO urban area clusters.

The total 
Michigan labor force is expect­ 
ed to reach 3.5 million in 1970, 
3.8 million in 1975, and 4.1 mil­ 
lion in 1980. 
Among various age groups, 
the authors point out that the 
segment aged 15-24 will exhibit 
the largest change, increasing 
from one million persons in 1960 
to more than 1.8 million in 1975.

Low-cost fuel expected by Fall 


Michigan Consolidated Gas Company is now pro­ 
ceeding with plans to bring natural gas service to 
the Upper Peninsula, including Escanaba, in time 
for the heating season next Fall. 
A Federal Power Commission examiner in 


Washington has approved our application to bring 
a pipeline north from Menominee. We feel sure 
his decision will be confirmed by the Commission 
in the very near future. 


The Michigan Public Service Commission 


at Lansing has already authorized Michigan 
Consolidated to bring service to Escanaba, Glad­ 
stone, Crystal Falls, Iron River, Iron Mountain and 
nearby communities, as well as to The Hanna 
Mining Company plant at Randville.
